Population. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  that  the  population  of  the  district  at  the  middle  of  1936 
was  8,968,  a  reduction  of  199  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Births. 

The  births  in  1936  were  136  in  number,  being  an  increase  of  4  on  the  previous  years’ 
total.  The  birth-rate — 15.16 — is  less  than  the  County  rate-17.05,  but  is  higher  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  which  was  14.8. 

There  were  5  illegitimate  births,  giving  a  birth-rate-rate  of  0.55  per  1000  population, 
and  a  rate  of  36.76  per  1000  children  born. 

There  were  8  still  births,  which  gives  a  rate  of  55.55  per  1000  total  births,  and  0.89 
per  1000  population, — the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.61. 

Deaths. 

The  total  deaths  for  1936  was  106,  and  shows  a  decrease  of  13  on  the  figures  for 
the  previous  year. 

The  death-rate  11.52  is  less  than  the  County  rate  11.62,  and  less  than  the  rate  for  the 
whole  Country  which  was  12.1. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  1  year  were  5  in  number,  being  2  less  than  in 

1935. 

The  rate  is  37  per  1000  live  births,  which  is  less  than  the  rate  for  the  County — 70,  and 
less  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  59. 

3  of  the  5  deaths  were  due  to  congenital  debility,  malformations,  etc.

Water. 


An  adequate  supply  of  water  was  maintained  during  the  year. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A  New  Trunk  Sewer  from  Rowlands  Gill  to  Lintz  is  being  constructed  as  a  Special  Areas 
Scheme,  and  the  section  between  the  Drinking  Fountain  on  the  Rowlands  Gill  road  and  Leazes 
Church  is  already  completed.  This  New  Trunk  sewer  will  take  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the 
North  Ward  of  the  district  at  present  outfalling  to  Gibside,  Busty  Bank  and  Lintz  Green  respec¬ 
tively,  and  convey  it  to  a  Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Works  of  this  and  the  Blaydon  Urban  District 
Council,  on  a  site  on  the  North  side  of  the  River  Derwent,  which  are  being  commenced  at  once. 

The  scheme  for  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  the  South  Ward  of  this  district  has  been 
abandoned  in  favour  of  joint  works  for  this  and  the  North  side  of  the  Stanley  district  on  a  site 
near  Causey.  This  scheme,  however,  is  still  in  its  preliminary  stages  ;  and  the  public  enquiry 
has  not  yet  been  held. 5 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  1  privy  midden  was  converted  into  an  ash-closet,  1  privy  midden  was 
converted  into  a  water  closet,  13  privy  middens  and  22  ash  closets  were  demolished  through 
Demolition  Orders  and  alterations  to  property,  and  41  ash  closets  were  converted  into  water 
closets  and  ash  bins  provided.  24  new  houses  were  occupied  during  the  year,  giving  a  total  of 
each  type  of  convenience  now  in  use  as  follows

Scavenging. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  contract.  Three  contractors  were  engaged  and,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  minor  complaints,  the  work  was  done  satisfactorily. 

Shops. 

All  permanent  shops  have  sufficient  sanitary  accommodation  and  means  of  ventilation. 
There  are  a  small  number  of  lock-up  shops  without  their  own  sanitary  conveniences,  but  they 
have  access  to  conveniences  within  a  reasonable  distance.  No  action  was  takeai. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Two  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  tenants  were  requested  to  disinfect 
the  premises  by  spraying  with  insecticide  and  thorough  cleansing.  The  tenants  from  houses 
under  Slum  Clearance  are  asked  to  cleanse  all  furniture,  etc.,  suspected  of  being  infested.

One  school  was  sprayed  with  disinfectants  and  fumigated  after  a  few  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  had  occurred.  This  was  done  at  the  request  of  the  Education  Authority.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  at  Pickering  Nook  school  were  improved  by  the  provision  of  water  closets,  urinals 
and  ash  bins,  in  place  of  the  latrines  and  ash  closets.

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NEW  PROPERTY. 

The  scheme  of  124  houses  at  Tantobie  is  well  on  towards  completion,  29  of  the 
houses  being  occupied  and  a  considerable  further  number  are  ready  for  occupation,  or  will 
be  in  the  near  future. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  two  schemes  of  Aged  Persons  Cottages — 3S  on  a  site  at  the 
rear  of  the  Tantobie  Council  Offices  and  28  on  a  site  near  Leazes  School,  Burnopfield. 


OLD  PROPERTY. 

Slum  Clearance. 

The  number  of  houses  reported  for  Slum  Clearance  was  46.  43  Demolition  Orders 

were  made,  and  28  were  demolished.  In  some  cases  an  undertaking  was  accepted  that  the 
houses  concerned  would  not  be  used  for  human  habitation;  in  other  cases  an  undertaking  was 
given  that  the  houses  would  be  made  habitable. 


Beckley  Farm. 

Extensive  repairs  and  alterations  were  carried  out  to  this  property.  Additional 
windows  were  provided,  new  floors  laid  in  the  ground  floors  laid  in  the  ground  floors,  wash¬ 
house  and  pantry  provided,  and  the  water  supply  was  laid  on  from  the  County  Water  Board 
mains. 


14  &  15  Raglan  Place. 

These  two  houses  were  converted  into  one.  The  floor  of  the  kitchen  was  relaid  at 
a  new  level,  pantry  and  scullery  provided,  and  one  upstairs  room  was  raised  to  a  sufficien 
height  and  new  a  window  fixed. 


24  to  31  Busty  Bank. 

These  eight  houses  have  now  converted  into  five  with  through  ventilation,  water 
closets  and  ashbins  have  been  provided,  and  larger  windows  fixed  to  give  the  necessary  light. 


7  &  9  Sheephill. 

Considerable  repairs  and  renewals  were  carried  out  here.  The  ground  floors  were 
all  relaid  with  concrete,  slop  sinks  were  provided  in  the  kitchens,  and  the  roofs  were  repaired. 


16  to  23  Sheephill. 

The  owner  gave  an  undertaking  that  one  house  would  be  demolished  to  give  more 
roadway,  and  that  the  others  would  be  converted  into  single  houses.  This  work  is  now  in 
hand  and  is  now  nearing  completion. 


King  Edward  7th  &  Margaret  Terrace  (41  houses). 

The  ash-closets  here  were  converted  into  water  closets,  ash-bins  were  provided  in 
place  of  ash  closets,  and  the  yards  were  all  relaid. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.

Frequent  inspections  were  made  of  all  these  premises  and  they  were  found  to  be  k^pt  in 
a  clean  condition.  The  cleanliness  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  area  is  well  maintained’ 
judging  by  the  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  cowshed  and  dairy  at  South  Causey  Farm  have  been  improved  and  brought 

up  to  modern  requirements. 

Further  improvements  to  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  carried  out  at  the 

following  farms 

Priestfield,  High  Friarside. 

Tanfield  Grange. 

Low  Barcus  Close. 

Sterilizing  apparatus  was  also  provided  at  each  place.  Samples  of  the  milk  proving 
satisfactory,  the  producers  at  these  farms  were  placed  on  the  Accredited  Scheme. 

Pasteurized  Milk  is  the  only  Graded  Milk  sold  in  the  area. 

The  cows  are  examined  by  Veterinary  Officers  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

Meat  Supply. 

There  are  4  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the  area.  Regular  and  intermittent  inspections 
of  these  premises  show  that  they  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

Practically  all  the  meat  is  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter — the  animals  slaughtered 
being  all  of  good  quality.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  for  human

Diphtheria. 

The  notifications  of  this  disease  showed  a  big  reduction  as  compared  with  the  number  for 
the  previous  year,  being  51  as  against  103.  With  the  exception  of  January  the  disease  was  reported 
each  month,  but  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  were  the  worst  when  71  per  cent  of  the  cases 
occurred. 

In  many  cases  the  disease  was  of  a  severe  type  and  there  were  three  deaths,  repres¬ 
enting  nearly  6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  attacked. 

Erysipelas. 

7  cases  were  reported,  3  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  2  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  reported,  the  figures  being  80  as  against  72. 
The  disease  was  present  each  month,  the  worst  months  being  June,  July,  September,  and  November, 
with  9,  13,  11  and  11  cases  respectively. 

The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type;  69  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  there  were  no 

deaths. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

2  cases  were  reported  and  both  had  to  receive  Hospital  treatment  In  neither  case  was  the 
vision  impaired. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

7  cases  were  notified  as  against  3  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  4  deaths,  2  more  than  in  1935. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Under  this  heading  the  number  of  cases  reported  was  4,  being  5  less  than  in  the  previous 

year. 

There  were  2  deaths. 

All  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  which  died  in  the  area  had  been  previously  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

12  cases  were  reported  as  compared  with  14  in  1935. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  as  against  4  in  the  previous  year. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles. 

This  disease  was  most  prevalent  during  March  and  April,  but  there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

February  and  March  were  the  worst  months  for  the  numbers  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough, 
and  there  was  1  death. 

Influenza. 

There  was  not  any  real  epidemic  of  Influenza  during  the  year,  but  it  was  rather  prevalent 
in  January  and  February,  and  there  were  2  deaths.

Disinfection. 

129  houses,  with  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  were  disinfected  after  infectious  diseases,  and  1 
school  was  disinfected  at  the  request  of  the  Education  Authority. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Under  arrangements  made  between  the  Durham  County  Council  and  the  College  of 
Medicine,  Newcastle,  77  specimens  were  sent  from  28  Tuberculosis  and  49  Diphtheria  suspects.  Of 
these,  4  of  Tuberculosis  and  12  of  Diphtheria  proved  to  be  positive. 

An  adequate  supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  kept  for  distribution  to  medical  practitioners 
in  the  area. 

So  far,  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  or  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.
